That 
would equate to about $1.50 a 
year on a home valued at $30,000 
and assessed at one-third fair 
market value. This amount 
‘would produce $19,000 a year, it 
was estimated. 

































The highest tax rate now paid 
by a village resident is 7.5 cents

The decision to seek a referen- 
dum in November 1989 was 
made at a special meeting of vil- 
lage trustees on April 29. 

The special session was called 
after Trustee Irene Karlechik 
and members of the Pontoon 
Beach Library Board, Judith 
Merritt, Alice Lucas and Robbie 
Wilson, met April 27 with repre- 
sentatives of the Granite City 
Library, in a meeting at the 
Lewis and Clark Library in East 
Alton. 

Karlechik said the meeting 
was “very informative,’’ but it 
appeared that Granite Citians 
were trying to ‘‘push us into the 
background and also wanting to 
take advantage of the fact that 
they can use our area to secure 
a $107,000 grant,’’ she told the 
trustees. 

A breakdown of a $139,000 
Project Plus program suggested 
by Granite City listed: 

$34,500 for materials; $26,500 
for equipment, $15,500 for cam- 
paign consultants; $34,000 for 
contractual services/bookkeeping 
and audit; $19,300 for personnel; 
$3,200 for fringe benefits for per- 
sonnel; $1,000 for travel; and 
$5,000 for othér equipment.

Nature can lead to family fun 


Recently our 9-year-old car 
broke down once again and I 
was feeling discouraged about 
yet another car repair bill. Then 
1 noticed that the tulips were 
starting to peek up through the 
soil and I casually thought to 


myself, ‘Oh well, I can’t be 
depressed when the tulips will be 
blooming.”’ 


After this incident, I more ful- 
ly appreciated the value of 
advice given by Carol Oppen- 
heim, a science consultant for 
several local preschools. When 
discussing the importaffce of 
nature studies for children, 
Oppenheim said, ““When things 
go wrong later on in your life, if 
you have a love of nature, you 
have something real and valu- 
able.”’ 

Oppenheim specializes in 
teaching preschool children to 
appreciate and understand sci- 
ence and nature. She was a pre- 
school teacher for 22 years and 
now is a traveling teacher, work- 
ing in University City Public 
Schools, Temple Israel Nursery 
School in Creve Coeur, Universi- 
ty City Children’s Center and 
Ladue Chapel Nursery School in 
Ladue. In addition to her work 
with schools, Oppenheim is a 
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volunteer naturalist at Rock- 
woods Reservation, where she 
conducts programs for parents 
and children. 

Oppenheim has compiled her 
favorite nature activities for 
children into a book, “Science is 
Funt" The suggested activities 
in the book, which Oppenheim 
published herself, are for chil- 


dren ages 3 to 8. Although 
addressed to parents and 
teachers, the book is eas 


enough to read that older chil- 
dren could read and benefit from 
it by themselves. 

What the book lacks in profes- 
sional production is more than 
supplemented by the high quali- 
ty content. The author's enthusi- 
asm for the subject is apparent 
on every page 

Oppenheim's book has _activi- 
ties on window-sill gardening, 
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cooking, conservation, small 
creatures and plants. But her 
approach to exploring and col- 
lecting probably is the easiest 


and most fun activity in the 
book. 

Oppenheim advises rents to 
start a science reco! book or 


science calendar to note special 
things seen or found during their 
nature adventures. She recom- 
mends that parents decide 
before setting out on a nature 
walk what special things every- 
one will look for, like how many 
different kinds of birds or red 
flowers are seen é

THE LAW AND YOU 


Let's assume that a man and woman are 
divorced and that the mother obtains 
custody of the two children from the mar- 
riage. The father in this hypothetical case is 
ordered to pay $300.00 per month in child 
support at the time of the dissolution of 
marriage. How. can the father reduce his 
child support obligation in the event he 
becomes unemployed? 

Under Illinois law a judgment of dissolu- 
tion which provides for child support can 
normally only be modified by filing a motion 
for modification and showing a substantial 
change in circumstances. Generally speak- 
ing, a parent paying support can only 
modify his obligation tes installments com- 
ing due after the filing of the motion for 
modification. Illinois courts have continued 
to hold that past due child support payments 
cre a vested right, and the parent paying 
support cannot modify child support which 
has already accrued. 

In one recent case, the father was 
ordered to pay child support, but he became 
disabled shortly after the divorce. He filed a 
petition to modify his child support obliga-

tion two years after he became disabled, 
and the trial court terminated his child sup- 
port retroactively for the period of time he 
was disabled. During his disability, he had 
no income. 

The Illinois Department of Public Aid ap- 

pealed this decision on behalf of the mother 
and argued that the trial court should not 
have retroactively modified the ex- 
husband's child support obligation. The 
issue on appeal was whether or not a trial 
court may provide for a reduction in child 
support retroactive to the time the peti- 
tioner sought for a modification. 
* The Appellate Court held that the trial 
court could not terminate the father’s child 
support obligation retroactively. The Court 
recognized the father’s hardship based on 
his disability, but the case was returned to 
the trial court for the purposes of computing 
the father’s arrearage in this case. This case 
reempasizes the fact that a supporting 
parent should return to court immediately to 
reduce or terminate child support if that 
perent has a substantial reduction in 
income.

That was (Ron) Veizer 
We had our disagreements, you 
know, but we did clear some 
homicides and other cases,” 
Knight said. 

Veizer was police chief for 18 
years until retiring in May 1985. 
He assigned Knight to the detec- 
tive division and also appointed 
him in 1975 to work with the 
Major Case Squad of Greater St. 
Louis. 


Knight plans to reinStitute a 
special drug team in the near 
future, he said. The two-man 
narcotics team will concentrate 
its efforts on drug abuse prob- 
lems. 

A similar program proved 
effective a few years ago, but 
was halted primarily due to lack 
of manpower and money, he 
said. 

“We've got some (drug) prob- 
lems at the high school, but no 
more than any other high school 
around. You have to step on 
them once in a while,"’ he said 

“You'll never clean up all the 
drugs in Granite City or all the 
drugs in the world,” he said. 

Knight is a realist. He's highly 
motivated to action and definite- 
ly “not a quiet, sit-and-wait kind 
of cop.””

Hard times at end 
for many workers

GRANITE CITY — Workers in communist countries celebrate 
May 1 — May Day — as the occasion of their liberation from 
tyrannical capitalism. 

But for Alvin Dixon of Eagle Park, May Day 1989 was the day 
that the interplay of supply and demand — the foundation of the 
capitalist system — meant he could return to steady work after 
6% years of struggling to provide for his Sorally, 

Dixon, 43, is one of about 70 workers recalled so far to work at 
American Steel Foundries. A total of about 250 will be recalled 
by the end of June, said Works Manager Bill Donovan. 

Dixon was lying in bed April 16 when the youngest of his two 
sons (ages 11 and 7) came running into the bedioont to tell him 
American Steel was on the phone. 

“I said, ‘Quit joking,’ ’’ Dixon recalled. 

“No, Daddy,” his son said. ‘‘I’m not joking.” 

He wasn’t. The personnel department was on the line to set up 
a physical exam so Dixon could return to work. 

Je passed the physical, and at 6:30 a.m. on May Day, Dixon 
walked through the plant’s main gate with a big smile on his 
face. 

Said he, ‘‘It’s a big relief to know you're gonna have a 
paycheck coming to take care of your family. It’s kind of hard 
when your kids want something and you can’t get it for them.’” 

Partial production at the 95-year-old manufacturer of railroad 
trucks and undercarriages is scheduled to resume in early June, 
Donovan said. 

“We've been calling back a few workers at a time,” the works 
manager said. 

About 95 percent of the 250 to be recalled will be former 
workers like Dixon, Donovan said. 

Dixon started working at American Steel in 1966, at age 19, 
and worked there right up until Nov. 28, 1962. That's the date 
American Steel Foundries, a subsidiary of AMSTED Industries 
Inc. of Chicago, closed the Granite City plant. 

ASF cited a glutted market and low demand for new railroad 
cars, partly because of railway mergers and partly because of 
the overall recession. 

The plant makes side frames and bolsters for the wheel 
assemblies of freight cars. At its k, in 1979, it produced more 
than 25,000 car sets and employed 1,750 people. 

Dixon took retraining courses and found another job, but that 
company moved its operation after one year — right after his 
wife, Fannie, bore their second child. 

Since then, Dixon has made ends meet by working in 
construction and by working part-time as a substitute janitor at 
Venice High School.

It was hard times for the Dixon family. He said his wife went 
to work as a school cook while he sat around the hiring hall 
hoping for work. He said some union business agents practiced 
favoritism in sending out workers. 

“You'd be sitting at the hall, and a call would come in. You're 
sitting right there, but the B.A. would call a friend of his at 
home and send him out. 

“Some months I didn’t work at all — just enough to“*keep my 
unemployment (compensation) going. It was rough out there, I'll 
tell anybody !’’ 

Now Dixon is back at work ta the hot, dirty job of being a 
welder and cutter. But he coultin’t be happier. 

Well, he could be a little happier. 

“Pll be glad when my co-workers come back.” 

There are 960 names on the seniority list, said Personnel 
Manager Gwen Pitchford. Workers will be recalled on the basis 
of job seniority, not plant-wide seniority. The company has a 
mastér agreement with the four unions that represent workers. 

The unions are the United Steelworkers of America, the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, the 
International Brotherhood of Machinists and Aerospace Workers 
and the Patternmakers’ union. 


Workers must pass physical examinations before returning to 
work.

About 1,100 had been laid off previously, as a glut of railroad 
ears and a poor overall economy had caused the rail industry to 
stagnate. 

Mergers and deregulation meant the railroads could operate 
more efficiently, with fewer cars, analysts said. In 1982, onl 
18,736 cars were produced nationwide, and there was a surplus of 
300,000 cars. 

A skeleton crew of about 35 maintenance and office workers 
has kept watch over the silent 1-million-square-foot plant ever 
since. At one time, it was the largest producer of railroad 
“trucks’’ in the free world. 

In ’82 the plant had just finished installing a new molding 
floor. Workers have been in the process of debugging’ the new 
facility since last July, when ASF began contemplating 
reopening the plant, Donovan said. 

That facility will be the only one in production for the time 
being unless the market improves even further, Donovan said. 

It’s been a long wait, during which the market for rolling stock 
has improved as a-result of the resurgence of the whole 
economy. As consumers started buying new automobiles and 
appliances and such, and as the existing rolling stock wore out, 
the market for railroad cars to ship them improved. 

But that is not the main reason for the plant’s reopening. Back 
in Pebruary ASF President Norman Berg said the actual 
reopening decision was the result of work-rule changes 
negotiated with the unions and a lower electrical rate negotiated 
with Illinois Power Co. 

Donovan would not discuss specifics recently: ‘‘All I can say 
is, we were able to get a satisfactory rate with the power 
company and more flexibility in work rules.’’ About two-thirds of 
the workers are represented by the steelworkers’ union. 

When the foundry closed, there were six companies making 
pares: and bolsters. Now there are three, including American 

iteel. 


Berg said in February that government had done its share in 
making the reopening possible. The foundry is in an enterprise 
zone that gives companies within it special tax breaks. 

Mayor Von Dee Cruse recalled in February that he and 
Economic Director Alan Ortbals had traveled to ASF’s Chicago 
headquarters last year. Cruse said he hadn't expected much but 
the encouraging things he heard there lifted his spirits 

“When we left the office, on the 44th floor, I told Alan, ‘We 
don’t need to take the elevator. I can jump right out the window 
and float down, I feel so high.’ ’” 

The plant will have an annual payroll of about $5 million, at 
least some of which will be spent in this area and deposited in 
area banks. Ortbals has sent press clippings to that effect to 
Sam Walton, owner of the Wal-Mart chain. The city is trying to 
attract a Wal-Mart store to the downtown area. 

Coupled with Granite City Steel’s new continuous caster, the 
reopening of American Steel could be a Sign that things are 
turning around for Granite City. 

As Alvin Dixon said, “It’s a big relief.”

Catholic education for children 
in the Madison and Venice area 


is in jeopardy. 

‘Declining enrollment, escalat- 
ing costs, rising tuition and 
mobile popmation — all have 
combined to bring an end to the 
70-year history of St. Mary-St. 
Mark School. Springfield Dioce- 
$ean officials announced last 
week that the facility would close 
fts doors at the end of this school 
year. 

-It is the latest in a series of 
upheavals in our Catholic com- 
munity. Last year Sacred Heart- 
St. Joseph’s closed in Granite 
City and merged with St. Marga- 
ret Mary. The new entity, known 
as Holy Family, has been quite 
successful in its early stages, and 
it was hoped the change would be 
the last major obstacle for Catho- 
lies here. Last week’s news, how- 
ever, dispelled that theory. 

For several weeks it has been 
known that the St. Mark School 
building on Broadway in Venice 
was to be closed. And it has been 
feared during most of that time 
that the combined St. Mary-St. 
Mark structure on Lee Street in 
Madison would have the same 
thing happen. It has. 


The only question left now is 
what happens to the currently 
enrolled students? Diocesean offi- 
cials are expected to come back 
with an outline that is likely to 
affect the remaining Catholic 
schools in the area, including 
Holy Family and St. Elizabeth. 
We encourage an_expedient, but 
logical decision. Parents deserve 
to know immediately what they 
are to do with their children this 
fall, how much it is going to cost 
and the planning it will involve. 

Venice public schools are likely 
to swell in student ranks, too, as 
parents give in to the frustration 
of being unable to provide a 
Catholic education for their 
youngsters and turn back to pub- 
lic education. 

To some people, there is _noth- 
ing more important than a Catho- 
lic education. That is the main 
reason many pay twice for a 
child’s learning — the tuition at 
the parochial school and the tax- 
es to the public schools 

Many parents feel public educa- 
tion is unable to teach students, 
so they turn to alternatives. And 
when those alternatives aren’t 
there, the problem of education 
becomes so much greater.

Harassment by phone improper 


To the editor 


Illinois law defines harassment as the 
use of the telephone to make lewd or 
indecent comments or requests with 
intent to offend or to cause another's 
telephone to cing repeatedly with intent 
to harass. The law provides a penalty 
of up to six months in jail and/or a $500 
fine 

With deliberate attempt to annoy, a 
person dials repeatedly, often arousing 
one from sleep. Several calls are made 
a day. Each time, the caller hangs up 
the telephone as ‘soon as the ‘‘Hello”’ 
has been said.

STD: The other teen-age menace

When we parents think about 
the issues facing teen-agers 
today, we probably think that 
their most. serious problems 
stem from drugs or the threat of 
unwanted pregnancy 

However, there is another dan- 
gerous menace — of epidemic 
proportions that is endanger- 
ing the health of our teen-agers 
every day. That menace is vene- 
real disease or, to use a more 
clinical term, sexually transmit 
ted disease (STD) 

In fact, the STD problem is so 
severe that we can't afford to be 
squeamish in reading, listening 
or.talking about it 

Thus, I hope you will under- 
stand my frankness. We're 
talking about serious illnesses 
and infections: chlamydia, 
warts, genital herpes, gonorrhea, 
syphilis and, of course, AIDS 
(acquired, immune deficiency 
syndrome). 

We're also talking about 
long-term complications and 
health problems if STDs are not 
treated properly, including infer 
tility, arthritis, permanent organ 
damage, and possibly death. 

And we're talking about a 
potentially enormous disease 
pool nationwide: of 29 million 
adolescents over the age of 12, 
about 1Z million are sexually 
active and are potential disease 
sufferers.

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control, chlamydia is 
the nation’s most common STD, 
with about 4.5 million new cases 
a year 

In fact, recent studies report 
an infection rate of 7.6 percent, 
or 1 in 13 women. 

Unfortunately for both teens 
and adults, most women usually 
have no symptoms with chlamy- 
dia. While men also may have 
no symptoms, some can experi 
ence painful urination, itching, 
and a watery discharge. 

The only sure way for physi 
cians to verify whether chlamy 
dia is present is through a sim- 
ple test. 

If chlamydia is not diagnosed 
or treated, it can cause inflam- 
mation and scarring of tissue 
This can lead to infertility in 
men as well as women 

It can also cause ectopic preg- 
nancies in women, pelvic inflam 
matory disease, and can have 
adverse effects on newborns 

The irony here is that once 
detected, chlamydia is simple to 
treat: antibiotic therapy usually 
cures the infection e 

Cure, control and prevention. 

In facet, most STDs can be 
cured or controlled to a large 
extent. Even genital herpes 
which captured so much atten- 
tion several years ago, can now 
be controlled with new anti-viral 
drugs. 


Today, our real challenge is to 
teach our teen-agers how to pre- 
vent STDs in the first place. 


In many cases that means re- 
educating ourselves. 


We need to realize that we 
can't turn back the clock. With 
over 40 percent of our teens sex- 
ually active, we need to find 
ways to talk openly and honestly 
about sex and STDs with our 
children before they become sex 
ually active. 


This may mean talking to 
them while they're still in the 
primary grades. We need to find 
the right words. We need to be 
available to answer their ques- 
tions... We need to remain non- 
judgmental. 

Above all, we need to remem- 
ber that we are our children’s 
role models. For those parents 
who feel they’re not up to the 
challenge, organizations like 
Planned Parenthood can help 
through direct ‘trap’’ sessions 
with teens 

With STDs, that means always 
using condoms and spermicidal 
foam during intercourse. It also 
means seeing a physician imme 
diately if they see or feel any 
bumps or blisters, discharge, 
pain while urinating, bleeding 

tween periods, or itching. 

Finally, it means regular 
examinations with a physician 
for teen-age girls, particularly if 
they are sexually active or have 
multiple partners.

Fuel consciousness cuts vacation cost 


The cost of long-distance driv- 
ing can be reduced if motorists 
use gasoline-saving strategies 
when preparing for the trip as 
well as when driving, according 
to the Automotive Information 
Council 

Maintenance and preparation 
prior to a vacation are good 
ways to ensure that your car 
operates efficiently. Making sure 
the engine is properly tuned and 
the tires are correctly inflated

Audelie (Harry) Breckner 
,. Breckner helped organize the Mitchell Athletic Club 27 years ago He 
secured land owned by St. Elizabeth Church for a playing field and with 
the cooperation of the YMCA developed a sports agenda including the 
“current baseball and soccer programs of the MAC. He later organized 
basketball and softball in Mitchell and assisted in organizing girls 
Soccer in the area. He was in charge of the Mitchell Fall Festival to 
provide funds. He received the Governor’s Citation for Outstanding 
‘ice to Youth from Gov. Richard Ogilvie on June 3, 1969. He was the 
last active charter member of the MAC before his death on Sept. 5, 1969. 


Tom Carmody 

Carmody was a halfback and defensive back on the Southwestern 
€onference champion Warrior football team in 1946. He was a three- 
year letterman in football and wrestling and a sectional champion in 
1947 in wrestling. He went to Arkansas State and was a four-year 
wrestling letterman and placed second in the National Junior AAU in 
1950. After service in the Marines he was a teacher and basketball coach 
at Chapin (1l.)

Mance started his pitching career in the Junior NYA League and, at 
15, pitched for the Rose Bowl team in the Granite City Senior Park 
League. winning the championship each year. He also pitched for the 
Madison Night Club in the Venice League, winning that league four 
years in a row. Mance also pitched for the Moose Lodge, winning the 
Inter-City League two years; and for St. Mary’s in a local park district 
church league, winning it three times. He was named the most valuable 
player in the park district for 1952. He won approximately 230 games 
With eight no-hitters.
